south of the river there has been no infantry" action. North 
of Montdidier the artillery bombardment has been violent, 
but the enemy has made no attempts to attack 


Silence is being maintained by both sides as to thp 


next act in the titanic military contest. 


German newspapers declare that the German drive 


was halted by bad -weather and not by the Franco-British 
defense. Admission is made that the Germans are having 
great difficulty in moving up guns and supplies over the 
muddy area of the Somme and that transport is in poor 
shape because of the necessity of constructing new roads. 


Amiens, the primary objective of the German efforts, 


is free from danger for the moment. A military proclam- 


ation posted tkere informs the popluation that threatening 


peril has been removed and exhorts them to maintain con- 
fidence. 
- 


American troops in the region of Toul and in an un- 


named place have been subjected to a heavy bombardment 
from enemy guns. Gas shells were used mainly in the fire 
against the Americans in the unnamed place. High ex- 
plosive ghells and gas projectors were used in the artillery 
attack northwest of Toul, but no great damage was.done. 


Eeconnaissance and patrol activities are increasing on 


the Italian front, especially from west of Lake Gafda to the 
Piave river: The Italians have captured several enemy 
outposts and made a number of prisoners. 


A German force has been landed at Hango, on the 


southern coast of Finland, to aid in the campaign against 
the Finnish rebels. 
The Finnish government forces are 


bombarding Tammersfors, north of Helsingfors, while new 
Russian reinforcements are reported to have .arrived to 
help the rebels, who control most of southern Finland.

Germany's offensive on the seas fell down last week. 


Only sixteen British, French and Italian steamships were 
sunk in the past week, while in the previous seven day per- 
iod, thirty-seven were lost through the activities of German 
submarines. The British losses last w»ek were thirteen 
ships, including six of more than 1,600 tons, which compares 
most favorably with the loss of twenty-eight, including 
sixteen of'the larger tonnage, the previous week. Fifteen 
British merchantmen escaped successfully from submarine 
attacks.

Early "peas require a rather rich. 


sandy loam with' good drainage in 
order that the first plantings. may 
be made early in the spring. Ferti- 
lizers that are high in nitrogenous 
matter should not be applied to the 
land immediately before planting, as 
they will have a tendency to pro- 
duce 'too great growth of vine's at 
the expense of pods. Land that has 
been manured the previous year will 
be .found satisfactory -without -addi- 
tional fertilizer. 
While the sandy 


loam is to be preferred for early 
varieties, a good rop can be produc- 
ed on almost any good soil. 


The first plantings should be of 


such varieties as Alaska, or some of 
ts modifications, which make a small 
3Ut quick growth and may or may 
not be 
provided 
with 
supports. 


These should be planted about two 
weeks before the date of the last 
tilling frost, or in fact may be plant- 
ed as soon as-the ground is in con- 
dition. The tall-growing sorts of 
the Telephone type are desirable for 
still later use,.-on account, of .their 
large production and excellent qual- 
ity. 


Eeas should be drilled in rows, one 


to two pints being sufficient for a. 
100-foot row. The individual peas 
should be placed about' 1'inch apart 
in the rows. The distance between 
rows will depend upon the kind of 
cultivation to be employed, and up- 
on the varieties used. The dwarf 
varieties need • not "be any farther 
apart than necessary to insure culti- 
vation while the tail-growing sorts 
should not be planted closer than 
3 to 3% feet apart. 
. A good scheme is to plant two 
parallel .rows of peas about 6 or 8 
inches apart then leave a space of 18 
inches or two feet and plant two 
more rows of seed close, together. 
Fewer strings or less brush will be 
required to support them than when 
planted in single rows at the great- 
er distances. 


If peas are to be grown for im- 


mediate use only, a quart will bs 
enough to plant at one time. How-

den early. This is an important step- 
in the home gardener's effort to: sup- 
ply fresh vegetables for his table 
and for canning and to help relieve 
the demand on the country's sup- 
plies of .food. 


Seed should be ordered well in ad- 


vance of the time for planting in 
fiats or frames and also for use 
outdoors as soon as the weather and 
the condition of the soil makes it 
possible^ Before ordering seed the 
home gardener should decide what 
vegetables he wants to raise and al- 
so should look over his garden plot 
•or plan and'decide on the best.loca- 
tion for each' vegetable, determin- 
ing how much seed will be required 
for the space available for each va- 
riety. A well-laid garden plan, the 
preparation of which was described 
in an earlier article in this series, 
will be a great aid ::n determining 
the amounts and varieties of seed 
that will be needed. 


Garden Space Valuable. 


•Just what Vegetables are to be 


grown depends/'of course, upon the 
individual tastes of1 the family. In

12,000 spectators by meeting Sulli- 
van's terrific rushes in the opening 
rounds, and after some heavy ex- 
changes he scored a clean knock- 
down wil.h a perfectly, timed right 
smash to Sullivan's jaw, 'sending the 
Boston man ;to the ring floor amid 
the wildest excitement. 


Knockdown Enrages John L. 


This was Sullivan's first experi- 


ence of a knockdown, by an op- 
ponent and it .happened toward the 
close of-the first round- 
Sullivan 


rushed and roughed the visitor-dur- 


ing the second round and threw 
Mitchell;over the ropes twice. Sul- 
livan, with left swings to the jaw. 
knocked Mitchell .down twice in the 
third round and with another left 
he had Mitchell hangipg over the 
ropes when the police stopped the 
bout. • 


Mitchell always insisted" that he 


would • have be_en' able to continue 
had the police riot interfered, and he 
never ceased to challenge Sullivan 
until tiie latter consented to another 
encounter, which took place 
five 


years later at Chantilly, France,'on' 
March 10, 18S8.
